Spion Kop. 


To-day is the thirty-second anniversary 
of the ill-starred Battle of Spion Kop, in 
the Souta African War. The battle was 
one of” the series fought. on. the Tugela 
River to relieve Ladysmith—then defended 
by an Irishman, Sir George Whiie. It 
was a battle with which the Irish regi- 
ments present on the Tugela had little to 
do, the troops engaged being chiefly from 
the North of England. In the earlier 
action of Colenso the Dublin Fusiliers and 
Cennaught Rangers distinguished them- 
selves greatly, as they and the Inniskillings 
did again later in the actions which 
resulted in the relief of Ladysmith. It 
may be recalled that the Dublins were 
awarded the place of honour when the 
Army. marched into the relieved town. 
The commandant of the Boers at Spion 
Kop was none other than Louis Botha, 
the great Southern African statesman- 
soldier, who, in our own time, was 
Premier of the Union of South Africa 
and the conqueror of German South-West 
Africa. He died in 1919. . Sir Redvers 
Buller, who commanded the British force, 
died in 1908. The -racecourse-wise—and 
who is not, in greater or less degree, 
nowadays ?—may recall that Spion Ko 
was the name of the winner of the 1920 
Derby.

A SLENDER PLOT. 


As in ali musical productions, whether on 
stage or screen, the plot is so slight as 
hardly to be worth talking about. It is 
merely an excuse for Jan Kiepura-to sing a 
number of very pleasant songs, and for 
Sonnie Hale and Edmund Gwenn to ‘indulge 
in some excellent fooling. Kiepura is tra- 
velling to Switzerland, when Hale (a crook 
of some unspecified kind) meets him on the 
train, and they decide to go ‘there together.

Dr. Ambolt, who is astronomer and carto- 
me was last heard of in the spring of 
ast year, when it was reported that he had 
crossed and mapped the hitherto unknown 
Kun-Lun area in North-West Tibet. He was 
then preparing to visit the Lop Nor, and to 
explore. the desert south of that mysterious 
lake, afterwards making his way to Peking, 
where he was due to arrive last November.

R.D.S. MUSICAL 
RECITAL 


THE ITALIAN TRIO. 


The Italian Trio, one of the foremost of 
small instrumental combinations in Europe, 
were warmly applauded by a large audience 
when they gave a recital in the Members’ 
Hall of the Royal Dublin Society premises at 
Ballsbridge yesterday afternoon. Signor 
Casella, the pianist, Signor Poltronieri and 
Signor Bonucci, violinist and ’cellist, respec- 
tively, are musicians of talent and each of 
the four items on their programme - was 
artistically rendered. 

The recital was opened with Brahms’ Trio 
in C Major, Op. 87, one of the least frequently 
played works of that composer, which is also 
regarded by many critics as the least pleasing. 
The three musicians on this occasion directed 
attention to the best features of this rather 
thankless work, and made the performance 
one worth hearing. The piquant melody of 
the Scherzo movement was especially well 
rendered. The Trio took full advantage of 
the attractive nature of their second selection, 
Schubert's vivacious Sonata. written in one 
movement for pianoforte, violin and violon- 
cello, and from it passed to two compositions 
of Signor Casella. The first of these, 
“ Bicdhana,” was distinguished by a par- 
ticularly attractive theme melody, and in the 
second piece, ‘‘ Burlesca,’’ every resource of 
muted and plucked strings was employed to 
produce an effect of vivacity and charm. The 
concluding item of the programme, ‘* Trio in 
A Major’ (Pizzetti), was played with firm- 
ness and skill, but as a composition it must 
be regarded as notable only for the solemn 
beauty of the ' Largo ” in general, and the 
opening phrases of the piano score of that 
movement in particular. 

At a second recital, given at night, a 
Beethoven and a Ravel trio, and Casella’s 
Sonata in C. Major, for pianoforte and violon- 
cello, were played.

Company, read a r at yesterday s- 
meet.ng of the Dubiin Rotary Club, in whiels 
he gave an account of insurance legislation in 
Great Britain, Ireland and some other 
countries. The Rev. Dr. Hanna, President, 
occupied the chair. | 

Mr. O'Reilly said that it was generally 
agreed that the business of life assurance 
called for special attention on the part of 
the legislators. The growth of Free Trade 
ideas in the first half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury led to a modification of the views pre- 
viously held regarding restrictive leg.slatton, 
and, although the Bank Act of 1844 sur- 
rounded the business of banking with -certain 
restrictions, the Companies Act of the same 
year, under which life assurance was sub- 
sequently to conduct its operations, imposed 
virtually no restrictions whatever beyond 
formal enrolment with the registrar and the 
issuance of the annual report to shareholders. 
Policy-holders were left altogether to the 
benefit of free and unrestricted competition 
between the companies. 


ABUSES. 

As might have been expected, many abuses 
then crept into the bus.ness. So great was 
the existing discontent with the absence of 
effective legislation that it was thought 
necessary in the year 1852 to appoint a select 
committee of the House of Commons to 
inquire thoroughly into the whole matter. 
The report of. that committee, presented in 
1853, was. the most: important document in 
the history of life assurance, as upon it was 
based the English Act of 1870. Other British 
legislation that called for not.ce was the 
Collecting Societies and Industrial Assurance 
Companies Act of 1896. 

Mr. O'Reilly gave some details of imsur- 
ance laws in America, Australia, France, 
Germany and other countries. 

“ As the present State laws are based 
upon British models,’’ said the speaker, “ it 
is only to. be expected that the Free State 
legislation, when it arrives, will be built 
upon similar foundations, and, by judicious 
selection, will embody the best features of 
existing Acts. From the United States we 
can learn a great deal of what to avoid, 
and this á na more particularly to the 
supervising authority, and, let us hope, to 
‘freak’ legislation. 

‘In the absence of some such body as the 
British. Board of Trade, we might well follow 
the Frénch and German plan, and constitute 
an Advisory Board to consult with a Govern- 
ment Commissioner on general principles, 
which the Commissioner could then be left to 
carry into effect. Decrees could be issued 
from time to time ‘to meet the changing 
circumstances of the. business, and in this 
mannér supervision would always be able to 
keep pace scientifically with new dévelop- 
ments, and, instead of being a drag on enter. 
prise, would be in a great measure an assist- 
ance to the companies as well as a source of 
confidence to the public.” 

Mr. T. Hughes, Civil Service Association, 
expressed approval of the paper read by Mr 
O’Reilly,, and the President conveyed the 
thanks of the Club. 


CANADA AND GERMANY. 

The President welcomed Mr. James 
Cormack, Canadian Trade Commissioner, who 
had just arrived in Dublin to take the place 
of Mr. John English, promoted to the London 
office 

Mr.. Cormack acknowledged the kind recep- 
tion given him, and said -that he would 
always do his best to foster trade between 
the Free State and Canada. 

Among the other visitors were :—Dr. Alfred 
Lérner, Secretary of the Bremen Rotary 
Club; Herr Karl Bleissner, Bremen; Colone! 
W. M. Stokes, London, and Mr. R. A. Darker, 
Vancouver. 

Dr. Lérner, who was warmly received, pre- 
sented tu the Club a copy of the standard 
flag of the Bremen Rotary Club—a flag of 
friendship. He was here, he said, to develop 
the business possibilities that existed between 
their two countries. On his trip through the 
country he had convinced himself of the great 
enterprise that had been shown by the Irish 
people in every direction, and in tins 
development, he said, he found the assurance 
that the business relations between the two 
countries could be greatly increased. He had 
been met with the greatest friendship every- 
where, and had been given every possible 
assistance that the people could render to 
him. The remembrance of this friendly 
atmosphere he would take back with him to 
spread it among his countrymen. 


INSCRIBED STONES. 


A RECENT COUNTY MEATH 
DISCOVERY. 


The President, Dr. R. Lloyd Praeger, took 
the chair at a general meeting of the Royal 
Irish Academy yesterday afternoon. Three 
papers were read. 

Mr. H. G. Leask read a paper on inscribed 
stones recently discovered at Dowth 
Tumulus, County Meath. During works of 
maintenance last. year, he said, a nunaber of 
stones were uncovered, which were inscribed 
with a great variety of figures and symbols 
executed by picking with a pointed tool. 
They showed a similar technique to that of 
many of the Map and Sliabh na Cail- 
lighe markings, but differed in many respects 
in the character. of the symbols. themselves. 
The most remarkable group was on the in- 
side face of one stone, where the figures were 
so varied as to defy analysis, and were un- 
like any which had yet been discovered among 
the Bronze Age Tumuli. 

Lecturing on ‘‘ The Place of St. Patrick's 
Birth,”’ the Rev. J. L. G. Meissner said that 
the earliest authority for the events of St. 
Patrick’s life was an early British document, 
which was the source of the second and fifth 
“Lives,” and the greater part of the first 
“Book of Muirchu.’’ An examination of 
this docnment led to the conclusion that the 
place of the saint’s birth was to be sought 
in the region of the Roman station of 
Bremenium,..which is High Rochester, in 
Northumberlandshire. Various other sources 
were In agreement. with this view. 

Dr. J. Rigar read a paper on the synthesis 
of difflavones. This, he explained, could be 
effected by heating diacetoresoncinol with 
acid anhydrides. When the products of con- 
dénsation were. isolated and treated with 
alcoholic potash, diketones were obtained. 
The latter, he pointed out, could he converted 
into difflavones by heating with alcoholic 
hydrochloric acid. 3

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MISSING ART 
TREASURES. 


CHARGE’ AGAINST AN 
ASSESSOR.

Mr. G. D. Roberts, Mr. G. B. McClure, 
and Mr. R. Blundeil appeared for the 
prosecution. 

Henry Rothfield, tobacconist, of London, 
gave evidence of his negotiations with Bell 
for the receiving of the Aphrodite statuette. 
He told Bell that he was acting for the 
Count. He offered te pay £4,500, Bell saying

£2,500, leaving him and Rothfield to share 
the remaining £2,000.:

SERIOUS EFFECT OF 
TARIFFS. 


REPORT OF DUBLIN CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE. 


The report of the Council of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, which will be sub- 
mitted, to the annual meeting to-morrow, 
states. that the year 1932 has been charac- 
terised by- restriction’ of trade. Tariffs had 
been increased, and many nations had 
adopted quotas and exchange restrictions in 
order further to decrease their imports and 
protect’ their currencies. Since no 
could “-export unless some other nation im- 
ported, the result; had been a cumulative 
decrease in international trade, which was 


depriving of their means of livelihood in- 


creased numbers of individuals throughout 
the world. : 

The Governmént which came into power 
just before the Budget, adopted highly pro- 
tective tariffs, and the changes in the duties 
had been far-reaching. The sudden imposi- 
tion of so many duties had caused congestion 
at the port, which led to dislocation of busi- 
ness and serious loss. 

Goods. from the Irish Free State are not at 
present subject to the Ottawa duties, but, in 
addition to the Customs duties (which are 
enumerated), they are subject to the duties 
under the Irish Free State (Special Duties) 
Act. 1932. 

The report then deals with resolutions 
passed by the Council of the Chamber of 
Commerce during the year and Acts passed 
by the Otreachtas. 

The number of members on the roll on 
January 1, 1933, was—-Town members, 664; 
county members, 50; making a total of 714. 
The Council considered that the membership 
could be increased if members would take a 
more active interest in securing new mem- 
bers, and forwarding to the Secretary the 
names of suitable candidates for membership, 
so that the canvasser might call upon them.

The Mission of Witness, under the auspices 
of the Church Missionary Society, in co- 
operation with the Diocesan Council cf 
Youth, was continued yesterday evening tm 
St. Andrew's Church, Dublin.

and that temptation was not a sham fight. 
It is in this. that every’ man finds his in- 
spiration to face up to teniptation in the 
power of Jesus Christ to win. He said that 
temptation was sometimes given as a barrage 
when the devil rains down all the explosives 
of his might. Sometimes it is sniping on 
some secret and unexpected place; sometimes 
it is like poison-gas, silent, deadly, and 
etting into the very air that we breathe.

sin, and then the promise that ‘‘ there hath 
no temptation taken you but such as man 
can bear.”

It was the drain upon her gold supply 
which forced Britain to desert the gold 
standard, and that drain was almost en- 
tirely due to her large American debt. 
Nobody suffered more severely than the 
United States when Britain went off gold. 
Britain was, with the sole exception of 
Canada, the largest consumer of her 
goods, and the immediate effect of the 
fall of the pound was to raise the price 
of American goods on the British market 
by nearly one-third. Furthermore, in 
order to check any further exports of gold, 
Britain was compelled to abandon her 
century-old policy of free trade, and to 
erect tariff barriers against American and 
other goods. Now Mr. Roosevelt, whose 
country was responsible for all these cala- 
mities both in Britain and within her 
own borders, hopes to repair the mischief 
that she has done. An idea prevails that 
he will make the abolition or scaling- 
down of the War debt conditional on 
Britain’s return to the gold standard.

Mr. Cosgrave was very 
chatitable where Britain was concerned, 
but their answer was, “ Charity begins at 
home,” and Mr. Cosgrave’s chief concern 
ought to be the interests of Ireland. 

They did not want the economic war, 


‘but if there was to be peace then their 


own must be left to them. The whole 
thirty-two counties of Ireland ought to be 
left to them. He would be a vain and 
foolish man who would think it possible 
to make a lasting peace if that lasting 
peace was only for a portion of the 
country. A lasting peace could be got,

The reply to the protest of the 
Australian Board of Control against what 1s 
called body-line bowling was unanimously 
settled yesterday by a special and largely 
attended meeting of the full Committee 
of the M.C.C. held at Lord’s, under the 
chairmanship of Lord Lewisham, remarks 
The Times editorially. The effect of the 
resolution adopted by the Committee, and 
subsequently cabled to Australia, is that 
the ruling authority of the game has no 
hesitation in standing by the captain ef 
the English side and the bowler or bowlers 
to whose methods objection has been 
taken. Furthermore, if the Board should 
consider it desirable to cancel the 
remainder of the programme of the 
present tour, the M.C.“, would give their 
consent, though with great reluctance. 

In the circumstances their action In 
supporting the captain of the team and 
its managers, in whom, they say, they 
have complete confidence, was inevitable. 
By the terms of the protest the bowlers 
in question, and, therefore, their captain, 
were accused of unsportsmanlike conduct. 
That charge, which is not, and cannot be, 
proven, the M.C.C. Committee could 
not possibly accept. To do so would 
be to admit that the tactics of which the 
Board of Control complains are an | 
infringement of the laws of the game, an | 
accusation which the Board itself, in spite | 
of the strong language used in the protest, | 
has never ventured to make. | 

There was nothing unfair or unsports- 
manlike, or contrary to the spirit of the | 
game, in the tactics of the English captain | 
and his men. 

Besides their offer to call off the re- 
maining matches, if that is the desire of 
the Board of Control, the M.C.C. intimate 
that, if the Board wish to propose & new 
law or rule, it shall receive their -careful 
consideration. That clearly, and not the. 
abandonment of the rest of the present 
tour, is the regular and constitutional 
line of procedure. By their promise to 
consider a proposal for a change in the 
laws, and by expressing their hope that. 
the situation is not now so serious as 
seemed to be indicated by the Board's 
cable of protest, the M.C.C. are holding 
out an olive branch which, in the best 
interests of the game in both countries

The inflation drive appears to be gather- 
ing force in Congress, and it may be gus- 
pected that the defenders of the. present 
gold dollar are ‘hoping to deprive: their 
opponents of this powerful argument.

fires in passenger liners. 

The Cothmittee are glad to report that the 
question of these fires is now receiving the 
serious attention of the Board of Trade and " 
interested shipping bodies. 

o meetings have yet been held of the

PEACE, AND OTTAWA. 

Dealing with the challenge to say what 
were the Government's peace terms, or 
whether they ever wanted to make peace, 
Mr. de Valera said that they indicated to 
Mr. Thomas in despatches what their peace 
terms were. “We want our own, he 
declared. 

r, de Valera denied the suggestion in 
the next paragraph of the advertisement that 
there had been a secret agreement at Ottawa 
by Mr. O’Kelly and Mr. Lemass, with Mr. 
Thomas, and that the President had turned 
it down. “If they know so much about it,”’ 
he added, ‘‘ why do they not publish it?” 

Dealing with the question: ' Why do not 
they publish the report from Mr. Lemass and 


Mr. MacEntee which shocked them into a 
general election,’’ Mr. de Valera exclaimed: 
“We were not shocked into a general 


election; we held it purposely, in order that 
the Irish people might tell Mr. Casgrave 
what they thought of him.” He denied that 
there had been any secret agreement with the 
I.R.A., and asked again: [f they knew so 
much, why did they not publish it? 


COMMUNIST QUESTION. 

Turning to the question: “Why did they 
not tell the peovle what rallied the Com- 
munists to their s-pport?”’’ Mr. de Valera said 
that he did not know that there was any 
Communist support of Fianna Fail. ‘* The 
Communists know quite well,” he continued, 
‘that the policy of Fianna Fail is diametri- 
cally opposed to theirs. Our policy is not 
merely the opposite, but the alternative to 
Communism, and those who support our 
policy are doing the best thing to save the 
country from Communism.” 

Explaining: ‘“ Why did Mr. MacEntee tax 
vour tea’ he esaid that it was because 
Cumann na nGaedheal had taxed sugar. 
Fianna Fail took the tax off sugar and. placed 
it on tea, because they preferred to tax tea, 
which was less of a necessity. 

The reason why Mr. MacEntee did not tell 
the people what extra taxes he intended to 
impose this year, continued Mr. de. Valera, 
dealing with another of the document’s chal- 
lenges, was that they had not yet come to the 
end of the year, and no Finance Minister 
could say what taxes he intended to impose 
until he. got to the end of the year. 

Dealing with the question: ‘‘ Why has not 
Dr. Ryan made a single speech about his 
agricultural policy?” he said—It has been 
dealt with in thousands of speeches, and Dr. 
Ryan has made hundreds of speeches, pro- 
bably, to the country indicating that the soil 
of the country should produce for the people, 
and that money which formerly went abroad 
should go into the pockets of the farmers.
